DECLARATION OF LOUISE RAPPAPORT 



Louise Rappaport declares as follows: 

1. I am a patent secretary, working for David G. Conlin at the law firm of 
Edwards & Angell, LLP. I have worked as a patent secretary for that firm, and its 
predecessor firm, Dike, Bronstein Roberts & Cushman, for over thirty years. 

2. On May 23, 2001, we received via facsimile an order letter and data sheet for 
a patent application from our client Okada 85 Associates. The instruction letter 
instructed us that the application was to be filed by May 29, 2001. We acknowleged 
receipt of the facsimile by stamping the front page with a stamp "received", with the 
date of receipt entered in the box below that word, and sent a copy of that page back 
to our client, via facsimile, A copy of the cover letter and data sheet as received on 
that date are attached hereto as Exhibit A. The last page of Exhibit A is a copy of a 
"Transaction Report" from our facsimile machine, showing that the front page of the 
Okada facsimile, bearing our "received" acknowledgment stamp, was faxed back to 
Okada & Associates at 10:55 am on May 23, 2001. 

3. At that time, we were in the process of moving our office from 130 Water 
Street, Boston MA to 101 Federal Street, Boston, MA. On May 29, 2001, we received a 
further letter from our client, noting that they had received our acknowledgment of 



receipt of their order letter and data sheet, but they had been informed by the courier

DECLARATION OF DAVID G. CONLIN 

David G. Conlin declares as follows: 

1. I am . a patent attorney, a partner in the firm of Edwards & Angell, LLP. I 
have been a practicing patent attorney with Edwards & Angell and its predecessor 
firm, Dike, Bronstein, Roberts & Cushman since 1973. Prior to that I was a law clerk 
to Judge Phillip B. Baldwin at the U.S. Court of Customs & Patent appeals from 1971 
to 1973. Prior to that I was a Patent Examiner in old Group 170 from 1967 to 1971. 

2. On May 29, 2001, I received via facsimile a letter from my client Okada & 
Associates, together with a patent application, which the client asked me to file on 
that day. A copy of that letter is attached as Exhibit B to the Declaration of Louise 
Rappaport enclosed herewith. As indicated in Ms. Rappaport's Declaration, we had 
previously received an order letter from the client on May 23, 2001, asking us to file 
the application by May 29, 2001. 

3. As indicated in the client's May 29 th letter, the client was concerned that 
DHL had failed to deliver the original application documents to us because of the fact 
that we were in the process of moving our offices from 130 Water Street to 101 Federal 
Street. For that reason, the client sent us the application by facsimile, with 



instructions to file it that day. We followed those instructions, and filed the 
application on that day, May 29, 2001. 

4. More particularly, Ms. Rappaport prepared the Application Transmittal form, 
and obtained a check from our accounting department for $710 to cover the filing fee. 

I checked the Application Transmittal form, and executed it on May 29, 2001. I signed 
the check on May 29, 2001. I then turned the executed documents over to Ms. 
Rappaport for execution of the mailing certificate and filing of the application. 

5. After completing the application for filing, I wrote a letter to the client, 
confirming that we had filed the application on that date, namely May 29, 2001. A 
copy of that letter, its facsimile cover sheet and its facsimile Transaction Report are 
attached as Exhibit D to the Declaration of Louise Rappaport submitted herewith. As 
indicated therein, the purpose of the letter was to thank the client for sending the 
facsimile copy of the application, confirm that we had filed that application on the due 
date of May 29 th , and inform the client that we were investigating the problem which 
prevented us from receiving the original application papers from DHL by that date. 
Thus the opening sentence was "Thank you for the email and the fax copy of the 
application, which was safely filed today, May 29, 2001." Emphasis added. My 
signature appears on the letter, and I signed the letter on May 29, 2001. In fact it was 
before 6:34 p.m. on May 29 th , since that was the time which we faxed that letter to the 
client, as confirmed by the facsimile Transaction Report for that letter. By 6:34 p.m. 
on May 29 th , or shortly thereafter, the package containing the executed application 
papers was being deposited at the Express Mail window at the Post Office by Robert 
Rosco, the courier who was given the completed application package for that purpose. 

6.1 have reviewed the Express Mail mailing receipt for package EL 730724024 
US, a copy of which is attached as Exhibit A to the Petition (and another copy is 
Exhibit E to the Declaration of Louise Rappaport). The mailing receipt is dated May 
30, 2001, but that date is clearly wrong. Unfortunately, we had another application 
for another client which was supposed to be filed on May 30, 2001, but it was not filed 
because Mr. Rosco neglected to take any Express Mail to the Post Office on May 30, 
2001. Submitted herewith is a Declaration of Mr. Rosco, confirming that he did not 
take any Express Mail to the Post Office on May 30, 2001. 
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7. The problem with the present case did not come to our attention until late 
July, when we received the Express Mail Mailing label from Pitney Bowes. We received 
the Post Card unofficial filing receipt in mid June, but at that time we believed that 
the filing date indicated thereon was just a typographical error, since the case was 
filed on May 29 th . At the time Pitney Bowes returned the Express Mail Mailing Label, 
Mr. Rosco, understandably, could not specifically remember precisely what packages 
he took to the Post Office on precisely what days. But he, and we, were painfully 
aware of the fact that he did not take any express mail to the Post Office on May 30, 
2001, because his failure to do so was discovered on May 31, 2001, the very next day. 
At that time we discovered that we had missed a priority date in another application, 
unrelated to the present application, because of his failure to take the Express Mail to 
the Post Office on May 30, 2001. 

8. Thus the application papers were completed and sent for filing on May 29, 
2001, and they were not mailed on May 30, 2001. They were received by the Patent 
and Trademark Office, who awarded a filing date of May 30, 2001, corresponding to 
the (erroneous) mailing date on the Express Mail Receipt. The Office must have 
received the application on May 30 th or May 31 st , 2001, since the May 30 th date was 
awarded. Since they were not mailed on May 30 th , they had to have been mailed on 
May 29^, 2001, and the Post Office Express Mail Receipt dated May 30* 2001 has to 
be incorrect. Hence the petition to correct the filing date to May 29,2001. 

I hereby further declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge 
are true and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be 
true; and further, that these statements were made with the knowledge that willful 
false statements and the like so made are punishable by fine or imprisonment, or 
both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States Code, and that such willful
